Cormick and

The Fighting Around Verdun la Ter­ 
rific, With French Reported Falling 


Back on the Forts.

Loudon, Oct. IC. 
With both 
tile 
allied armies and tho Germans claim­ 
ing victories along the entire battle 
trout the situation 
in the western 
theatre of war is regarded in Lon­ 
don with considerable apprehension. 
The center of fighting seems to be 
along tile coast 
between 
Nieuport 
and Dlxmunde. 
Tile Germans assert 
that they have gained considerable 
ground in this section, while the re­ 
port from Paris states 
th ut every­ 
thing in progressing favorably iu that 
vicinity. 
The French report holds a rat lier 
sinister note in view of the prolific 
statements that hitherto have em a­ 
nated from the French capital when 
tile battle was 
progressing 
in the 
allies’ favor. 
Paris states that there is nothing 
new to report between Nieuport and 
IHxmunde, which is in direct contra-. 
diction to the statement from Berlin, 
which declares tiiat the German at­ 
tacks 
at 
that 
point 
are 
gaining 
ground. 
While the French 
state 
that their 
movements In and about Ypres and 
to tile sou til of Arras have been suc­ 
cessful, Berlin asserts that the situa­ 
tion is unchanged 
at Ypres. 
Tile 
Germans admit that to the west of 
Lille the allies have taken the offen­ 
sive, but Berlin says that the enemy's 
a t ta c k s in that vicinity have been re­ 
pulsed. 
Berlin also states that six­ 
teen British officers and 300 men, to­ 
gether with four cannon have b< en 
captured at Lille. 
In the Argon ii es tile French declare 
they 
have captured some 
German 
trenches, but In contradiction of this 
statement Berlin 
declares that the 
French have been chased from these 
trenches and thut some machine guns 
belonging to the enemy have 
been 
taken. 
The Germans admit that to 
the 
south of Verdun the French have at­ 
tacked heavily, but that these offen­ 
sive movements have bien repelled 
am! 
in the counter attacks launcfie i 
by tile Germans the latter have brok­ 
en through the Hallie lines and occu­ 
pied the main positions from which 
the 
French moved forward in their 
endeavor to drive bat k the kaiser s 
men. 
In fact the Germans w hile admit 
ting that 
they have 
been 
fighting 
largely on the defensive, also state 
that they have hurled back every at­ 
tack sent against them. 
Telegraphing 
from 
northwestern 
France, a correspondent of tile Cen­ 
tral 
News 
says: “The 
situation 
around la* Bassee is being carefully 
watched. Tile Germans have adopted 
the tactics which proved so success­ 
ful at Antwerp. 
They are apparent­ 
ly endeavoring to drive a wedge into 
tile allies’ lines by sheer weight of 
gunfire. 
“North of Lille all continue* well, 
though the Germans have brought up 
powerful reserves.’* 
A 
dispatch to the 
Times, dated 
northern Frame, Tuesday, estimates 
that Germany has a quarter of a mil 
Man men fighting for the road to Ca 
lain and probably another loo,OOO on 
the way to reinforce them. 
Tile dispatch says that thoro was 
good reason a couple of days ago lo 
believe thut the Germans were ready 
to withdraw from east Belgium, bot 
tiiat it would lie a mistake to assume 
that the allies had been entirely sue 
cessful in this river batt Ie. The great 
bulk of the fighting, adds the dis 
patch, is now proceeding on the left 
bank of tile Yser, and tin* river is, 
broadly speaking, no longer between 
tile allies and tile enemy. 
The correspondent of the Daily Mail 
in northern France, dealing with tile 
enormous sacrifices and the devoted 
courage of the Belgians, says: 
“Over 10,000 have been killed or 
wounded, which Is a quarter of their 
whole 
force operating iii tile coast 
battle. 
They have been defending a 
slip of territory from lUxtnuude to 
Nieuport, a region hardly bigger than 
a big German farm. 
"Nearly all of their injured have 
been wounded iii tile back, but never 
wert* wounds more honorable, aa the* 
bullets aud shrapnel hit them us they 
lay prone under the hail of tin* steal 
volcano. Their fate is the tragedy of 
this war.’’

Prices Show U p w a rd Tendency. 
Prices for im ported crim son clover 
anil hairy vetch seed have recently 
show n such a m arked upw ard te n d ­ 
ency th a t specialists of the d e p a rt­ 
m e n t o f ag ricu ltu re fear th a t the cost 
of th ese seed. id which Europe Is the 
chief source, w ill interfere w ith th e in ­ 
creasing use of these leguminous cover 
crops. 
Iii fact, it is feared th a t the 
prices of the seed of these legumes 
may go so high as to m ake it iliad 
visa hie to p la n t them this year. 
Before th e present European condi­ 
tions arose crim son Hovel seed was 
Belling ut f r o m $*i to $5 per bushel. Up 
to Aug. lo th e re was a scarcity of this 
seed in (he U nited States, ow ing to the 
fac t th a t th e receipts from F u r ops 
w ere sm aller th an usual. The prices 
th e n ad v an ced to from $7.50 to $9 j>er 
bushed. 
Since th a t date im portations 
h av e continued to arrive until th ere Is 
now m ore imi>ortod seed available for 
fall si*eding th an there was iu tills 
country a y e a r ago at ibis time. This 
seed, according to the dep artm en t’s in 
form ation, w as all imported a t approx 
J m utely th e m u m price us th a t sold for 
#4 to $1.50 |**r bushel iii the early part 
of th e season. T he present high price, 
therefore, is reg a rd s! by the d e p a rt­ 
m e n t a* u n w a rra n te d from the stand 
jiolnt of th e supply and the import 
price of th e seed. 
Some dealers are
